This is very Injurious to the ohildron 
nnd cannot he made up hy additional 
cost tho next day. 
Ponnitting ohildron to remain up 


lato Is a strain on thoir nervous sys­ 
tems which« while It may not be im* 
modiatoly apparent, is bound to oxorl 
a doirimontal Iniluonoe in the long 
run, Oftontimos the ill offoots are por- 
fooily apparent to the intelligent ob­ 
server. 
Irritahlonoss and any of tho train of 
evils which result from an overtaxed 
nervous system may result from con- 
timially robbhig the child of sloop. A 
rosnlar bod time should be sot for 
ohildron aeoording to their age, rang­ 
ing from six o’clock for babies to oijiht 
for children of eight or nine, and this 
shoidd be regularly adhered to. This 
is a matter of the utmost importance 
in establishing a sturdy constitution in 
childhood. 
With adults, irrofiularity and short 
hours of sloop are often a factor which 
predisposes to ill health. 
There are 
exceptions to this as to all rules. Oc­ 
casionally one will find an Individual 
who lias an unusual capacity for work 
with loss tluin the ordinary amount of 
rest, but for tho ordinary man or wom­ 
an this would ond disastrously.

That Invention of New York Man Has 
a practical Value Will Be Read­ 
ily Seen From Deocriptlon 
of Its Construction, 


Really Climbs on Its Pas­ 
sage Through Locks. 


The difiiculty of saving a man who 
has fallen overboard at night is al­ 
most insuperable, because of the im­ 
possibility of seeing him in the heav­ 
ing waste of waters. 
When a great 
maritime disaster takes place at night, 
as the wreck of tho Titanic did, and 
hundreds or thousands of human be­ 
ings arc scattered over tho sea in the 
darkness tho loss of life is appalling, 
aimply because they cannot be seen. 
If every life belt could bear a light, 
the floating or swimming persons 
could readily bo picked up. 
To pro­ 
vide such a lighted life bolt is the ob­ 
ject of an invention by A. M. McGiff 
of New York. 
It consists essentially of a bag made 
of rubber or other waterproof mate­ 
rial, containing a small electric flash­ 
light and attached by straps to the 
ordinary life belts and life preservers. 
The flashlights may be either tubu­ 
lar or flat, the former being more suit­ 
able to ring life belts, the latter to 
those that are strapped about the 
body. The flashlights can be of small 
size, for these will glow through the 
greater part of a night. 
When a life preserver is thrown at 
night to a man who has fallen over­ 
board he can rarely find it in the 
dark, but with a little flashlight glow­ 
ing upon it he will see it and be able 
to reach it if he can sv^ijn.

Bugler, 15 Years Old, Wins D. C. M. 
The youngest soldier in the British 
empire to win the distinguished con­ 
duct medal is Bugler Anthony Ginlay, 
fifteen years old, of the First Royal 
Montreal rifles. He carried dispatches 
through excessive fire during a battle 
In France, and besides being decorated 
was given a leave of absence to visit 
an uncle at Dunoon, Scotland. Young 
G inlay’s father and mother emigrated 
to Canada from Ireland and when .the 
Doer war occurred his father enlisted 
and lost his life in South Africa. Just 
after tho. present war began the boy’s 
mother died, leaving him alone in the 
world. 
Only fourteen, he persuaded 
the colonel of the Montreal rifles to 
take him to the front as a bugler.

Economical Device Where Waterway 
Has to Be Cut Through High 
Country— Superiority Over 
Tlde-Water System. 


It is a fact that a ship really climbs 
a ladder. 
Each step in tho ladder is a small 
lock ill which the ship can float. To 
begin the ascent a pair of gates at 
the bottom of tho ladder is opened 
and the ship sails in. Then tho low­ 
est gates aro shut and more water 
is allowed to go into this lock, or 
dock, where tho ship is. 
When tho water in this lock is level 
with the water iu the upper lock, an­ 
other set of gates is opened and the 
ship sails into the second lock. The 
gates are then shut, and when the 
water has been allowed to flow into 
the second lock, in which the ship 
now is, other gates are opened. And 
so on the ship goes up the ladder. 
If it were not for the system of 
locks, which may bo really called ship- 
ladders, the canal would need to be 
cut very, very deep where it goes 
through high country, so that the sur­ 
face of the water would be on tho 
same level throughout the entire 
length of the canal. 
But with locks 
tho cutting of a canal is much easier 
and cheaper. 
It was for this reason that the Pan­ 
ama canal was designed and construct­ 
ed as a lock canal, although many en­ 
gineers favored the tide-water or non­ 
lock as the better system. 
It is 
claimed that the slides which have 
already caused thousands of dollars in 
damage to the canal would have been 
far worse had the channel been cut to 
a depth which would have directly 
connected the two oceans. 


Phones Replace Waiters. 
Telephones are being used in one 
of the restaurants at Plainfield, N. J., 
as substitutes for waitresses, says tlie 
Popular Mechanics. Instruments have 
been installed at each of the several 
tables and permit the guests to com­ 
municate their orders direct to tho 
kitchen without suffering delay. The 
activities of the waitresses are con­ 
fined solely to the serving of food. To 
simplify the system, each menu on 
the caid is numbered so that a patron 
may render his order numerically. A 
switchboard operator makes a record 
of all orders and attends to the is­ 
suance of the checks. The guests are 
privileged to use the telephones for 
outside calls and likewise may receive 
incoming messages without leaving 
their respective tables.

Last year, according to figures submitted to the 1915 Legis- 
l::ture, Tennessee spent $342,000 in the prosecution of crim­ 
inals, chov/ing an increase of crime of over 100 per cent. In 
other v/ords, the State of Tennessee spent $184,000 more in 
1014 in the prosecution of criminals than it did in 1908, when 
caloons v/ere legally licensed and regulated.

lentin-le-Petlt. 
General Foch's men 
captured a large quantity of war ma­ 
terial. 
Tho news that General Hai?c’s at 
tacks Friday had cleared out the fa 
®aous Leipslc redoubt, which came in 
unolftcial despatches, has caused re 
Joicing, and millitary 
opinion 
hold? 
that these gains were tho mo3t im­ 
portant ^ince the first stroke of the 
offensive. 
The advancing troops had worke*^ 
around it as a pivot, until it had be 
come a sharp and narrow salient. Now 
that it has been cleared, the Brltisli 
lines lie just bolow Thiepval. The ad­ 
vances made on tho Monacu farm also 
Iiave tightened the coil around Thiep 
val, and will aid in the isolation and 
Toduction of this fort, which is the 
Biain German stronghold left in this
